PHASE OF THE MOJtHOJI 


Ereu the Esmonds bill does not ap 


pear to have settled the mischievous 
and' scandalous Mormon question. The 
Commission appointed under that law 
has establiahad certain rules and regu- 
lations for the suppression of polygamy, 
but a monogamous Legislature, it ap- 
pears, must be elected in order to give 
work o£ the commission the force ol 
law, or rather to endow the commission 
with the force to carry out its own work 
The election of a Legislature will take 
place on the 6th of August next. In ad- 
dition thero will ba chosen probate 
judges, Sheriffs and other local officers 
The question in which the country ia 
interested is whether an anti-polyga- 
mous Legislature 
can 
be secured 


The commission 
has 
declared thai 


every person who has lived ia polyg 
amy at any time is still a polygumist 
and such will not be allowed to vote. I: 
this broad rule has not bseu adoptee 
the polygauiists would have made sure 
of 8U0093S at the election by putting 
away all bnt one wife each and setting 
up as monogamists . 
, The commission has prepared for th< 
aleetion by appointing judges iu all o 
the 23 counties — about COO tu all— and 
if fraud can be prevented the mo'ioga 
mists will carry the Legislature. Bu 
thero is danger from the fact that m 
citizens who are polygamist? in piiuci 
pis are monogumtsts iu piacties, hnvm 
only one wife, uiid thoba eiinnot be de 
barred from voting. Hence the doub 
which hangs over the issue of this olec 
tion, upon which plainly haugs th« viv 
idity or the inadequacy of the Edoiuud 
law. 
Failure now will bo pnotioally 


failure of all legislation thus fur en 
act»d, and some new plan will have ( 
be adopted, if the abomination is to b 
suppressed. The law has been the sub 
ject of adverse criticism from both sid.es 
The Mormons dsolarod it to be a viol 
tiou of their rights, taking awny th 
eelf-government to which they ure en 
titled, and attacking their religion, on 
also that the construction put upou 
j 


and enforced by the commission is im 
proper and unwarranted. On the othe 
band, the opponents of Mormoniam de 
olare the law not stringent enough, an 
predict its failure, grounding their opin 
ion upon their knowledge of the powe 
of the polygamous church, the firm 
foothold it has gained, and the difficul 
ti«a that lie iu the way of its extinction 
Th« coming election will determin 
wheather they are correct or otherwise 
in their estimates. A victory for the 
polygamists now will make a failure o 
the severest law that could bo tipphec 
by peaceable means, and oaube the of 
fenders to show a more delimit fron 
than ever. 


In the meantime the Mormon people 


are increasing more rapidly than t'uose 
of any other territory, State or city in 


• ths United States. Their missionaries 
ware never before so numerous, active 
and successful. Almost weekly we hoai 
of a new cargo of emigrants from En 
ropelandingat Castle Garden and bourn' 
for Utah, having become disciples of 
the church of latter day saints. The 
great majority of these are women, de- 
stined to become plural wives of the 
beastly saints who divide the ibvenues 
of the church and their humble assist- 
ants. They are from the peasantry of 
Europe, ignorant, coarse and uuatti ac- 
tive, but they perform the menial labui 
of the houses and fields, and contribute 
to the national increase, ol population 
which is of course rapid. 
The govern- 


ment sends back to Europe with almost 
every emigrant-carrying ship a few pan- 
pers that have been thrust by then 
friends or the home government upon 
American charity, but it has not yet 
ventured to interfere with this most de 
graded class of emigrants, who are 
brought here for a purpose in plain vio- 
lation of our laws. It ia time for the 
government to at least lay its hands up- 
on those who come here with the inten- 
tion of practicing polygamy. 


The doom of polygamy wiU probably 


be like that of slavery. It is so remote 
from the centers of civilization that its 
enormity does not directly offoud, and 
henoe it ia allowed to grow boM and 
defiant, strengthening itself continually 
in its chosen stronghold, and spreading 
out rapidly to other territories. 
In 


Idaho it baa already elected several 
member a to the Legislature, and its ad- 
herents are settling in large numbers 
south of Utah. 
When the cancer has 


become, like slavery, so large as to 
threaten the national life, then tie peo- 
ple will arise and cut it out with the 
sword. If this were to be done now the 
task wonld be easy, but it will be de- 
layed till the power of resistance be- 
comes sufficient to involve a costly and 
bloody war.
